Open Section Falls Of. 


In conversation with Mr. £. B.C. 
Hornell, the Hon. Secretary of tue 
show, out’ representgtive. was in- 
formed that there hid been a dis- 


appointingly small entry of pot 


plants in thé Open Section. The 
agtre#ate of all entries this year 
is 672, as against 721 last year, 812 
for 1925, 749 in 1924 and 1,010 (a 
record) in 1928. This year’s en- 
tries ure divided as follows: Pot 
plants (open) 97; Pot . plants 
(Peak) 115; Cut flowers (open) 43; 
Cut flowers (Peak) 56; and Gen- 
eral Exhibits 30. . Last year there 
were 211 entries for Plant Pots in 
the Open section; and the falling 
off to-97 this year 
Hornell, a very disappointing fea- 
ture. He stated that out of 3,790 
entrias (excluding General Ex- 
hibits) daring the past five years, 
‘the Peak had provided 2,019 as 
against 1,771 by the 2pen section. 
Change of Date Suggested. 

In view of the above figures, Mr. 
Hornel] thought that the Commit- 
tee of the Society might very well 
consider holding the show one 
montt earlier, in-order to avoid, if 
possible, the early and devastating 
fogs which for-the past two years 
have all but wrought havoe with 
Peak exhibits, With the Peak 
supplying more than double .the 
number of Pot plants this year it 
would have been much better if the 
show ‘had been held a month 
earlier, when 8 very fine display in- 
deed would have been certain. . Mr. 
Hornell wdmitted that to hold the 
show earlier would entail earlier 
sowing, possibly with some risk 
from a late typhoon “blow”. in the 
latter months. ofthe year, but he 
thought the advantage of holding 
the show before the fogs came’ 
along to spoil the majority of the 
plant exhibits waa worth considers- 
tion in fulure years. ‘
